At this point i should like to toterject, that evea though I doa't know what 
this object was f aa fairly sositive it was not an aireraft. (Torkcing at JOAr3 for 
16 wos. Dlhave seen just avout every modal the Air Force has with the exeention of 
the seoret axperinental nodels). ‘iad it bean a jot (and as for as I know jets 
have flamas va long or a9 Jargs as this) [ would have heard some sound or sav o 
lights of sone sorts. I was standing out of the car when the objact case frou over- 
head and was clear of the novia loudspeaker (which may bo ergued as a factor in 
Crowning out ony oirplans noise). The drive-in (which I have abtenied nany tines) 
is located some what southeast of JCAVB,s rwmays and sight flying B-25's fly over 
all the tine sonetines drowning out the movies sound. This further substantiates 
my \olief that it waa aot an airerafs,
